This exhibits the gratifying fact that notwithstanding the 
continued increase in the number of Schools, the decreased rate 
of the School tax and the expected adversity of the times, the 
finances of the Board are in a very prosperous condition. We 
are much indebted for this to the watchful care of Mr. J. M. 
Doherty, chairman of the Committee on Funds and Taxes, and 
his colleagues, whose timely advice and measures have greatly 
assisted us in securing the continuance of the Schools under 
the alarming difficulties of the last two years. We may also 
congratulate ourselves, that even the prevalence of martial law 
for a month or more in our midst did not disturb their opera- 
tions. We beg leave to record our sense of the prudence and 
forbearance of the military authorities, in this respect, on that 
trying occasion in the history of our city. 

At the end of the second quarter the salaries of our Officers 
and Teachers were raised to the former standard. The reduc- 
tion was borne by them very cheerfully for eighteen months, 
when, in consequence of the general advance in the expenses 
of living, and the example of all other departments of the city 
government, this Board could no longer require the teachers to 
submit to the inequality. The increase made the total cost of 
tuition only $5,172 11 more than that of the previous year. The 
expenditure for buildings and lots exceeds that of the previous 
year by $24,659 86. Two large and handsome school-houses, 
which have been erected and will be ready for use at the begin- 
ning of the next School year, complete the number for which 
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provision was made by the ordinance of the City Council in 
May 18th, 1859, authorizing the issue of $100,000 city bonds, 
at six per cent, redeemable in 1890. The lots and buildings 
for four Schools of the largest dimensions, instituted upon that 
footing, have cost $169,752 75; the* excess being out of the 
School fund. Two other lots have been paid for out of the 
same fund. Meanwhile lots and houses, in those parts of the 
city where commerce and manufactures are crowding out the 
population, are vacated and sold. A fund is thus being accum- 
ulated, which will, in turn, materially aid in building up Schools 
in the newly populated districts. 

The entire expense per pupil of the diiferent Schools for the 
year is $41 74 in the High Schools, $16 58 in the Intermediate 
Schools, and $10 03 in the District Schools. In the aggregate 
the cost of all the Schools was $12 15 per pupil. These results 
are computed from the average number actually belonging the 
whole year and not upon the whole number enrolled. 

We refer to the Superintendent's Report, together with the 
full and minute statistics gathered and presented by him in the 
numerous tables annexed, in which the results of the School 
census of 1862, and a complete view of the numbers of the pu- 
pils enrolled, belonging and in actual daily attendance in all 
the Schools, the corps of Teachers in each, the course of studies 
and the numbers CBgaged in each, with various other matters 
of interest are so clearly arranged and presented that it is un- 
necessary here to enter into them. 

We observe some increase over the last year in the average 
number of absentees, as well as in the enrolments and number 
of pupils belonging to the Schools, but not so much as to shake 
our confidence in the regulations on this subject which were 
adopted some years ago, and which are so reasonable and evi- 
dently so much for the common good, that we earnestly desire 
the aid and co-operation of every parent and guardian in sus- 
taining them. If abuses occur in enforcing them, the Trustees 
of the School should be promptly informed. Newspaper squibs 
are of little use. And it should be generally understood in 
respect to excuses for absence or tardiness, that there is no in- 
tention to subject the parent to the discretion of the Teacher in 
any case where the pupil is habitually punctual and regular in 
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attending School. In cases where the pupil is so irregular that 
the parent may be presumed to be careless or too indulgent, it 
is indispensable to the progress of the class, as well as to order 
and discipline, that the Teacher shall have power to control it. 
But if the habits of the pupil are such as give evidence of 
the proper influence at home, the wish of the parent is gener- 
ally a sufficient guide for the Teacher. Nevertheless, there are 
buestionable excuses as to which we have the right to insist 
that the interests of the School must be considered superior. 
It should be remembered that our classification and course of 
studies are so carefully arranged from day to day, that the loss 
of a few lessons in the year not only puts the pupil down, but 
is baneful, as an example, to the School. The evils of truancy 
and irregularity in large Public Schools are so notorious that 
in some parts of our country the parents, as well as the pupil, 
are made punishable for the offense by law. But the true cor- 
rection is supplied by a sound public sentiment, requiring all 
who would enjoy the advantages to comply with the rules and 
conditions best calculated to give us good Schools. Such a 
spirit and habit throughout the community will work far 
more efficiently than any coercive measures of law. Those 
who demand the extraordinary liberty of excusing the truancy 
or irregular habits of their children at School, at their own 
mere pleasure, should have no countenance pr favor. 

In reference to the internal working and, success of the 
Schools, we have every reason to believe that the views ex- 
pressed in the Superintendent's Report are entirely just. All 
the indications falling under the regular supervision of the 
Trustees of the various Districts, as well as the tests afforded 
by the Quarterly Examinations by the Principals, and the con- 
cluding examinations of the applicants for admission into the 
Intermediate and High Schools, and of the graduates of the lat- 
ter institutions, continue to give us satisfactory proof that the 
instruction, discipline, and tone of the Schools are good. None 
better, we believe, can be obtained in the city. The poorest 
citizen enjoys advantages equal to those of any. Many resi- 
dents of the vicinity, who are not entitled to their free use, 
have been glad to avail themselves of the terms of admission 
which we offer, and the pupils of our Schools have generally 
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distinguisbed themselves at the Military and ITaval Academies 
and in College. Notwithstanding the confirmation thus given 
to the character of our Public Schools, we are not insensible 
that a prejudice is persistently fostered against them upon 
grounds which we have often refuted, and which it seems fruit- 
less to discuss. We must take it for granted that there is a 
settled determination, in two quarters, not to be satisfied upon 
any terms but by the abolition of the Public Schools. It only 
remains, liierefore, for us to say that our Schools have no sinister 
purpose or teaching, either in religion or politics, but are seek- 
ing to elevate the religious and moral sentiments and habits of 
the whole mass of our people — not their intellectual faculties 
merely. In this work we desire to unite the whole mass, and 
to use every power and agency which elevates and informs the 
character of man as a responsible being. There is manifestly 
a way in which this can be done, or at all events approximated, 
without just offense to the peculiar views of any. The public 
system opens the most practicable avenue, and we shall be glad 
to receive both extremes — ^those who are opposed to all schools, 
and those who will have none but their own. 

No material change in our system has been made during the 
year, except the consolidation of the three Intermediate Schools, 
into two. The only effect upon the public will be that the pu- 
pils in the extreme parts of the city have longer distances to- 
traverse, but it is the same in the High Schools, and no incon- 
venience has been complained of in those Schools. An effort 
has been made toward consolidating the two High, Schools into 
one, and on many accounts it is expedient that it should be 
done. Not only the economy, but the far better classification 
which is obtained in large Schools, make it desirable that the 
Intermediate as well as the High Schools should be concen^. 
trated to the utmost degree consistent with the general convex, 
nience. This is the only city in which two High Schools, with 
the same grades of pupils and the same course of studies, are- 
sustained. One High School and two Intermediate Schools 
will enable us, with the least expense and the best classifiica- 
tion, to confer upon all the pupils from the District Schools 
who can be expected to advance so far, the full course of the 
graded system of studies usually pursued in Public Schools. • 
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The report of the Librarian of the City Library will be ob- 
served with pleasure and with r^reL Whilst it shows the 
imineiise diffiision of intelligence which this institation is 
freely pouring through the community, and the wide apprecia- 
tion with which it is used, it also informs us that the wear and 
decay which must necessarily result from these circumstances 
are banning to tell upon it, and that unless the same indi- 
vidual munificence which has built up the great public libraries 
of Boston, New York, and Philadelphia, soon moves the 
wealthy men of Cincinnati, we shall, in a few years, have to 
lament the loss of this noble foundation.

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SUPERINTENDENrS REPORT.

To the Board of Trustees and Visitors: 

Gentlemen : The Schools, during the year just closed, have 
been characterized by the usual success which has marked 
their progress for so many years. From the inauspicious be- 
ginning, a disastrous year was to be apprehended, but happily 
all fears proved to be groundless, and the efforts of Teachers 
and Trustees to advance the best interests of the Schools have 
been crowned with gratifying results. 

We are called upon to mourn the loss, by death, of four Fe- 
male Teachers, who began the year with as fair prospects of 
continuing through it as any of our Teachers — Miss Julia 
Nicholson and Miss Harriet Redding, of the 15th District; 
Miss Ellen P. Findley, of the 14th District, and Miss Ellen 
Kerr, of the 1st District. Of the last-named lady, Mr. Hough 
remarks : " She was a noble and intelligent lady, and a thor- 
ough and faithful Teacher.'' It may be said of all them, that 
they were devoted to their profession, and faithful in the per- 
formance of every duty. They now rest from their labors, and 
we humbly trust they have made a happy exchange. 

The enrollment during the last year in the District Schools 
was 21,592, an increase of 1,010 over the preceding year ; In- 
termediate, 1,116, a decrease of 801. Daily attendance Dis- 
trict Schools, 13,721, an increase of 538; Intermediate, 811, a 
decrease of 202. Per cent, of daily absence District Schools, 
7.4, an increase of .9%. Intermediate, 5.5%, an increase of 
.8%. The increased absence is owing to an unusual amount 
of sickness among parents and children ; one of the Principals 
remarked that he never knew as much sickness in his School 
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as during the last School year. The same may be said of many 
other Districts in the city. 

I examined Grades A, B, C, and D, of all the Schools, in 
Reading, during the months of May and June, being the sec- 
ond time during the year. Believing Reading to be an impor- 
tant study, and that the same pressure was not brought to bear 
upon that as upon other studies, I thought it best to devote my 
time and attention in that direction. The results are most 
gratifying. Improvement was noticed everywhere; in some 
Districts it was remarkable. I have endeavored to give the 
per cent, in Reading in each Grade, according to a scale uniform 
in each District, so that if any inaccuracies occur they will be 
found in all alike. The Reading was marked excellent, good, 
fair, moderate, and tolerable; and converted into per cent, by 
calling excellent 95, good 90, fair 85, moderate 80 and tolerable 
76 per cent. According to this scale, the various Districts were 
marked as follows :

The German-English Committee — through their Examiner, 
Mr. Knell, German Principal of the 5th District — presented to 
me a detailed report of the examination in German Evading. 
He says : 

" The different degrees of proficiency in the various classes

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• 1 

have been raarked by the numbers 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, representing, 
respectively, the following numbers: 1, excellent; 2, very 
good; 3, good; 4, pretty good ; 5, tolerable. But as the dif- 
ferent requirements of Reading could not well be expressed by 
one word, I considered three elements in all Eeading, and have 
raarked accordingly : 1. The mastering of the material in the 
book, which I call mechanical reading; 2nd. The cultivation 
of the voice ; and 3rd. The conception of the piece, as ex- 
pressed by emphasis and intonation. The manner of teaching 
Reading by sounds has not yet been reduced to a state of cer- 
tainty, and many mi.sconception8 must be corrected, to harmo- 
nize the different applications of this method. But with the 
experience we have gained, during this examination, of the 
practical workings of it, we will be enabled to make more sat- 
isfactory progress during the coming year. 

"In object and language we have made a very fair begin- 
ning, and if we arrange the endless material before us, divide 
it among the different steps, impart it in language understood 
by the child, and if we are fortunate enough to iQt the improve- 
ment in language be hand in hand with the development of 
ideas, these exercises can not fail to produce surprising results 
for the English as well as the German language." 

From this report it appears that in Grades A, B, and F the 
5th District stands first; in Grades C and D the 1st District; 
and in Grade E the 6th District. The Committee express 
themselves well satisfied with the progress of the German-Eng- 
lish Department of our Schools. They certainly deserve great 
praise for the time and attention they devote to this Depart- 
ment; and for unusual fidelity in his regular visits, the retiring 
member, F. H. Rowekamp, Esq., deserves especial mention. 

To secure a more uniform and complete classification in 
Grades A, B, C, and D, I recommend two examinations per 
year, by printed questions — one immediately preceding the 
Christmas Holidays, and the other the week prior to the close 
of the Schools in June — after which transfers may be made, 
and only at those times. Pupils in Grade E to be examined 
quarterly, and transferred only then. In Grade F, transfers to 
be made at the discretion of the Principal. All transfers made 
ti^fter the winter examinations to be reported in writing to the 
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Superintendent, who shall, in turn, report the same to the 
Board. In the Intermediate Schools I would make the . same 
recommendation. If this change is ordered by the Board, com- 
parisons can be made between the various Schools with some 
degree of intelligence and fairness. 

In ray last Report I suggested the absolute necessity of pro- 
viding the Schools with apparatus to aid in Object Teaching 
and Drawing. I now renew the suggestion, and will particu- 
larize, as far as possible : 1 cube, 1 square prism, 1 triangular 
prism, 1 cylinder, 1 square pyramid, 1 triangular pyramid, 1 
truacated square pyramid, 1 cone, 1 frustrum of a cone, 1 
sphere, 2 hemisphere, 1 oblate spheroid (entire), 1 do. (dissect- 
ed), 1 prolate spheroid (entire), 1 do. (dissected), and a conve- 
nient number of shapes, triangles, polygons, circles and its sec- 
tions, of tin and painted, and of such size as conveniently to 
form compound shapes. Samples of colors of difterent hues ; 
ihaumatropes, made of heavy pasteboard, to show the combi- 
nations of colors. For example, yellow on one side and red on 
the other, by being rapidly revolved, produces orange. These 
things can all be made in our own city, and at a moderate 
cost. 

A good Work has been done in all the Grades of our Schools, 
but in the lower Grades the most marked improvement has 
taken place. Many Principals devote the greater part of their 
time in those Grades, suggesting the best methods of instruc- 
tion, and perfecting modes already established. It may be as- 
serted, almost positively, that in two years more we shall have 
an A Grade 25 per cent, in advance of the present A Grade — 
made so by the better preparation of material for that Grade. 

The introduction of the Intermediate system is believed to 
be the main cause of the improvement of the lower grades of 
the District Schools, and every means should be resorted to to 
add to the efficiency of the Intermediate Schools. I suggest 
for the consideration of the Board, whether it would not be 
wise to add another Grade to these Schools. Let the whole A 
Grade of the District Schools be examined for transfer, and 
those who obtain the required per cent, shall enter the B Grade 
of the Intermediate, and the remainder form the Third Grade. 
The addition of this Third Grade will enable the Intermediate 
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Teachers to make a better classification of their pupils, by 
transferring back to this Third Grade those who may from any 
cause fail to maintain their standing in the present B Grade. 
As the Grades are now constituted, if a pupil falls behind his 
class, instead of going back to the District School, he leaves 
School altogether. Your Committee on Course of Study can, 
after investigation, decide more understandingly than any one 
else, whether such a change is desirable or practicable. Into 
their hands I commit the suggestion, satisfied that they will do 
in the premises what is for the best. 

Much has been said about detaining pupils after school hours. 
Many complaints have been made by parents and Trustees. 
The Principals do not agree as to its propriety or necessity. 
There is certainly great variety in practice, so great as to ren« 
der any comparison of Schools unsatisfactory. For if one 
School dismisses punctually at the close of six hours, and an- 
other adds one hour more, in the way of detention of pupils, 
to bring up badly or imperfectly recited lessons, these two 
Schools can not justly be compared. In some sections of our 
country the School Board as definitely fixes the time when 
every scholar shall be sent to his home from the School, as 
when he shall enter it in the morning. Of one thing I am 
positive, that detention of teachers after the regular school 
hours, is as wearing upon them as the whole time spent regu- 
larly. The question which is presented for consideration is 
this : Should pupils be required to come before the regular 
school hours, or be detained after them, except for purposes 
of discipline? 

An earnest effort on the part of teachers should be made to 
develop, as far as practicable, individuality of character. For 
in the present crisis of affairs in our country, we want men — 
true, capable, honest. And anything in our system which ig- 
nores or practically prevents the development of such traits, 
should be removed at once. No stufling process, which pre- 
pares pupils to undergo a given examination to obtain a given 
rate per cent., should be allowed or encouraged. Rate per cent, 
should only be used as we use weights and measures, to deter- 
mine the actual weight or quantity^ of a given article. Trus- 
tees and Teachers should value per centage only as a record 
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f, ^ — — 

of work faithfully don^, of knowledge actually and fairly 
obtained. 

A table is presented, for the first tim6 since my acquaintance 
with the Schools, showing the numbers remaining in the A 
Grade of the District and Intermediate Schools, the number 
examined for transfer to the Intermediate and High Schools, 
the number actually transferred, and the average rate per cent, 
received. Information such as this has been inquired for fre- 
quently, but could DOt be furnished. 

In conclusion. Those who have the management and con- 
trol of our Public Schools, whether as Trustees or Teachers, 
are engaged in a noble cause, rendered doubly important by 
events now transpiring in our midst. Let no one connected 
with our Public Schools waver one moment as to where he is 
to be found in this critical period in our country's history; and 
having decided, let him so accommodate his efforts in behalf of 
our Common School system as to prepare these young lads and 
misses to make just such men and women as the country will 
greatly need — ^honest, patriotic, loyal, noble. Then into their 
hands we can safely commit the sacred trust. Then we can 
show to the world that Common Schools are the great bulwarks 
of a Republic. 

With many thanks for the various courtesies extended to me 
during the past year by your honorable body, I close this brief 
Report.

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WOODWARD HIGH SCHOOL 



To the Union Board of Cincinnati High Schools: 

Gentlemen: The accompanying statistics will represent to 
you the condition of the Woodward High School, for the year 
ending June 26th, 1863. 

The Graduating Class numbered 22 members, 13 boys and 
9 girls. 

The medal for proficiency in Mathematics was awarded to 
Charles Goldsmith. 

During the present year I have introduced a new feature into 
the government of the School, and have.found it a most effect- 
ive agent in maintaining good order and thorough scholar- 
ship, — I mean the issuing of Cards of Merit. These are given 
at the close of each week to all pupils who have received no 
marks for absence, misdemeanor, or culpably imperfect recita- 
tions. I find the adoption of such a jneasure recommended by 
the Superintendent in his last Report, and a practical trial of it 
for twelve years in another section of the country has con- 
vinced me of its efficiency. The hope of reward may not be 
the highest motin^e which can influence a student, but it is the 
only one which affects the majority of minds. Few of the 
younger pupils have any love of learning, or are old enough to 
appreciate its importance ; and for their own good they must 
be allured to the acquirement of that knowledge which is to 
prove of such value to them in after life. Any honorable mo- 
tive which shall stimulate them to greater accuracy of scholar- 
ship, more regular attendance, and more correct deportment, 
is one which ought not to be despised. These cards have been 
used in the School since January last, and their good influence 
is already perceptible. Among those who have received the 
highest number are. Misses Nancy E. Bridge, Flora Fay, Joanna 
Myerrose, Sarah Pownall ; Masters Chas. Harper, Philip Lilien- 
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thai, Emil Goetle, Jacob May, John Siebern, Charles Gold- 
smith, John Gibson, Benj. F. Ehrman, Chas. Schneider, Jacob 
Shroeder, Lewis Blakemore, John King and Chas. E. Clark. 

The same general policy which is adopted in the District 
and Intermediate Schools should be introduced into the High 
Schools, in order to make the whole school system harmonious 
and effective. In the lower Schools the Principal has opportu- 
nity to regulate and control the action of all Teachers and pu- 
pils under his care, and he is justly held responsible for the 
same; but in the High Schools, while the Principal is held 
equally responsible for the advancement of his pupils, his means 
of influencing them are very limited. During the hours of 
study, unlike the Principals of the District Schools, he is con- 
fined to his own room, and he knows nothing of what is trans- 
piring in other parts of the building; no time is allowed for 
visiting his assistants in their rooms, listening to their modes 
of instruction, or ascertaining the progress of the different 
classes. He has about forty boys under his immediate care, 
and chooses one department of instruction for his own, gener- 
ally the Classics; but the boys in his own room belong to the 
oldest class, and come to him when their habits of mind are 
already formed; and with the classical students, he can have 
only the partial acquaintance which one recitation affords. He 
is thus denied the luxury of moulding the younger mind. Of 
the recitations of the three junior classes, he must necessarily 
know very little. He may be a genius in his power of impart- 
ing instruction and of inspiring pupils with enthusiasm for 
their studies; or he may be a mere follower of routine, in- 
capable of original effort, — ^it makes but little difference ; so 
small a proportion of the pupils come under his own eye, and 
then only when it is too late to mould their characters, that his 
influence is scarcely felt. The most he is then able to do is to 
build the best structure he can upon the foundation given him, 
be it good or bad. Instead of this the Principal ought to be 
acquainted with the modes of instruction used in all the rooms 
by personal inspection ; with the condition of every class in the 
building, and with the disposition of each scholar before he 
comes under his immediate care. In this way alone can he in- 
fuse his own spirit into the School, correct the faults of his 
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assistants and pupils, and bring all the departments into har- 
monious action. 

To maintain this oversight of the whole School, it is not ne- 
cessary that the time of the Principal be devoted to this alone; 
the number of pupils is much less than those belonging to a 
District School, and the greater portion of each day he could 
still give to practical instruction. By adopting the practice of 
hearing his classes in the different rooms, he becomes, during 
his recitation, acquainted in a measure with the pupils of each 
room, and with the order maintained by his assistants, and he 
has frequent opportunities for making any suggestions that 
may occur to him for the benefit of the School. All Teachers 
who have no means of comparing themselves with others are 
apt to degenerate into mannerisms of pronunciation, and errors 
in imparting instruction, of which they are wholly unconscious. 
These, if allowed to remain, are readily copied by the younger 
scholars; and although they might have been easily corrected, 
if detected in season, yet after three years of practice they be- 
come ineradicable. It is only by continual observation ot 
Teachers and pupils that such errors can be prevented from 
cre^eping into the School. Thus the practice of not confining 
his recitations to one room, not only fully acquaints the Prin- 
cipal with the work of his assistants and gives him opportu- 
nities to correct faults and suggest improvements, but it be- 
comes a source of advantage to the Teachers themselves, by 
acquainting them with modes of instruction differing from their 
own. It stimulates all, both Principal and assistants, to greater 
zeal in their own classes, and to renewed watchfulness over 
themselves; and it is an advantage which all instructors covet 
for their own good and for that of their School. 

Again : the many occasions which a Principal has for leaving 
his own room, either by calls from parents, or by the necessity 
of administering private reproof to pupils, seem to require that 
no one room should be left entirely to his charge. I know by 
experience that the government of a School can be brought to 
such perfection that in the absence of the Teacher the recitations 
shall be voluntarily carried on by the pupils and the same order 
preserved as if he were present ; but this can only be after 
years of unbroken discipline maintained by a steady and care- 
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ful hand. In nearly all Schools the pupils can hardly be trusted 
alone as often as our present system requires, without more or 
less demoralization. Either this must happen, and the order 
become impaired whenever the Principal is called out, or all 
conversation with parents and children must be held in the 
presence of the School. If fond and indulgent parents were 
always reasonable in their speech, this might be allowed, but 
all Teachers know it to be impracticable; and in the case of an 
insubordinate pupil, I have found that a reproof given in pri- 
vate, when there is leisure to convince him of his error and to 
appeal to his better nature, has double the influence of any cor- 
rection before his comrades, when he feels his pride assailed 
and is ashamed to confess his fault. Often, too, a scholar be- 
comes discouraged by repeated failures, and can be prevented 
from leaving School in despair only by words of encouragement 
spoken in private and with freedom. By commending his suc- 
cessful efforts, and endeavoring to remove the obstacles in his 
way, the Teacher may induce him to take heart and persevere 
in his studies. There should be an opportunity for this, as oth- 
erwise many become oppressed by temporary discouragements, 
and abandon their School altogether. As it is, the Principal 
has to choose between two evils, and rather than forego all pri- 
vate reproof and conversation with parents, he is obliged to 
abandon his room to the spirit of disorder andr misrule for a 
portion of every day, and thereby destroy the habits of order 
and quiet which he is endeavoring to establish. 

These, gentlemen, are the considerations which convince me 
that the High Schtols would be greatly benefited by establish- 
ing them on precisely the same footing with the District and In- 
termediate Schools. The evils of the present system are so ob- 
vious that without tiie able and conscientious corps of assistants 
which these Schools possess, they must be seriously felt, and 
even with this advantage, I have no doubt that they seriously 
impair the efficiency of our Schools. By adopting this system, 
a much larger number of pupils might be brought under the 
instruction of the High Schools. 

I have also broken up as far as lay in my power the practice 
of confining Teachers to especial departments of study. It is 
argued that by having departments they become more thor- 
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oughly versed in what they teach, and therefore are the best 
instructors, but I think the conclusion erroneous. By restrict- 
ing the mind to one course of study ^ till it is perfectly familiar 
with it, it becomes narrow and inactive. It should preserve 
its vigor by exercise upon new topics, and become liberalized 
by acquaintance with many ranges of thought. If kept thus 
bright and active, it can master any one subject with greater 
ability, than if confined to that alone. And from these vari- 
ous sources it will gain a fertility of illustration which will en- 
able it to make the truths of the text-books clearer to the pu- 
pil's mind. If deep, original investigation is determined upon, 
it is undoubtedly better for the mind to be restricted to a single 
department, but in the case of a teacher of youth, his knowl- 
edge should be extensive rather than deep. That profound 
knowledge which would make him a philosopher would dis- 
qualify him for an instructor of youth. The culture of the 
teacher is as much to be looked after as the instruction of the 
pupil. For these reasons I have always pursued the policy of 
varying the studies of my assistants, and of rendering every 
one of them capable of hearing the most advanced classes of 
the School. 

The study of English Classics is laid down in the course, and 
is one deserving more attention than it receives. The older 
pupils especially, and those who have no means at home of ob- 
taining a knowledge of literature, should be made acquainted 
with the English standard works before their graduation. In 
after life nearly all the general intelligence that is gained be- 
yond that derived by men from business is Obtained from read- 
ing; and hence it is very important that a taste for it be culti- 
vated while at School. All that the Teacher can do in the short 
time allowed him, is to give the pupil a g^eral knowledge of 
books, and introduce to him a few of the best, but this little 
will be of great service to him. Without it he might remain 
forever ignorant of the treasures of thought and learning con- 
tained in our libraries, and be deterred from all enjoyment of 
them, because the key to unlock these treasures was never put 
into his hands, i^o one, who has himself received what is 
called a classical education, will underrate the instruction he has 
derived from it; and if it be important for a student to become 
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familiar with the masters of the dead languages of Greece and 
Rome, how much more important is it that he have some 
knowledge of the great writers in his mother tongue, and of 
those honored volumes in which are presented the best thoughts 
of our race. 

It is a frequent subject of complaint that no text-book is pro- 
vided for this department, and that from the vague directions 
with regard to it, the Teacher must often be at a loss in what 
manner to conduct the recitations. A book might be found, 
such as " Knight's Half Hours with the Best Authors," suffi- 
ciently condensed for the use of students, and at the same time 
comprehensive enough to sweep over the whole field of English 
literature. But if no such book is provided, the teacher must 
do his best to supply the deficiency from his own reading, in 
order to give this important branch of studj^ the attention it 
deserves. 

In noting the large percentage of absence for the early au^ 
tumn and winter months, as shown in the accompanying ta- 
bles, it will be remembered that the disturbed condition of the 
city in the early part of the school j^ear, when fears of a rebel 
invasion were entertained, materially affected the attendance; 
and that the unusual ill health and severe storms of the winter 
were ^uch as to keep many from School. During the spring 
and summer months there has been a marked improvement in 
this respect, and I trust the average will be found equal to that 
of any School in the city. 

The order of the School is all I could desire, and such as 
ought to satisfy any strict disciplinarian.

OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. 

The officers required by law to be elected at a meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees and Visitors on the first Tuesday in July, are a President, Vice-President, 
and Corresponding Secretary, and the Board may also elect a Superintendent, 
Clerk and Messenger. 

PRESIDENT. 

It shall be the duty of the President to take the chair at the hour appointed 
for the meetings, and call the members to order; to see that the requisitions of 
the laws for the government of the Schools be presented to the Trustees and 
Visitors at the proper period for their action, and perform such other duties as 
may properly appertain to his office, or be enjoined upon him by the Board. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall assume his functions 
and continue to perform them until the President's return, or until his place shall 
be supplied by a new election. 

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

The Corresponding Secretary shall perform such duties as appertain to his 
office, and as the Board may from time to time impose upon him. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The Superintendent of the Common Schools of Cincinnati shall be governed 
by the following Rules and Regulations: 

1. He shall visit and examine each and all the Schools personally, as often as 
practicable, and give attention to their organization, the relations of the several 
departments in each to the others, and the relative labors and duties of the 
Teachers thereof; and shall, with the approbation of the Local Trustees, direct 
the Teachers to make such changes, not inconsistant with the rules of this Board, 
as shall seem best calculated to give greater efficiency to the Schools. He shall 
carefully note the modes of government and instruction pursued by each of the 
Teachers, and the qualities and adaptation of each Teacher for the place assigned 
by the District Trustees, and he shall keep a faithful record of his examinations, 
which shall at all times be open for the private inspection of the members of 
this Board, and whenever he doubts the qualifications, efficiency or fitness of a 
Teacher, he shall report the same distinctly to the District Trustees. 
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2. He shall also inspect the school grounds and buildings, and the furniture 
and apparatus of the Schools, and report to this Board whenever their condition 
or arrangement is not adapted to the best classification of the Schools, or is not 
convenient or attractive; also, whenever the provisions for warming, ventilating 
or lighting the school houses are unfavorable to the health and physical develop- 
ment of the pupils. 

3. He shall ascertain from time to time, whether the School Districts be so 
divided as to afford equal and uniform advantages to all parts of the city, and 
report to this Board such changes in the boundaries as may seem likely in any 
way to improve their classification, promote their convenience, or lessen the ex- 
penses of the Schools without prejudice to their objects. 

4. He shall devise and report to this Board a system of blanks, for registers 
and reports, have charge of their distribution to Teachers and return by them, 
and prescribe to Teachers rules for keeping the same. These blanks shall be 
specially adapted to show the scholarship and actual attendance of each pupil in 
the Schools, the number of those who are constant and uniform in attendance, and 
of those who are not, toge»r with the degree of irregularity. He shall also as- 
certain and report, as nearly as may be, the number of children in the city attend- 
ing schools other than Common Schools, and of those who are not attending any 
school-T-discovering, as far as practicable, the reasons and remedies. He shall 
also investigate the causes of truancy and irregularity on the part of the pupils, 
and suggest such checks and remedies as he may deem feasible and proper. And 
in investigating such matters, he may i*equire the aid and services of all the 
Teachers. 

5. He shall see that the rules and regulations of this Board are uniformly and 
faithfully observed and executed in all departments of the Schools ; that registers 
are kept and reports made by the Teachers, with neatness, care, and uniformity. 
He shall direct Teachers as to the best modes of instruction and government, giv- 
ing special attention and assistance to those of the primary classes, and those 
w^ho have little e2:perience in the profession ; in fine, he shall, in every way prac- 
ticable, advise, aid and stimulate Teachers in the performance of their office and 
duties, and to these ends he shall have power to require the attendance of any and 
all Teachers at such convenient times and places, out of school hours, as may be 
designated by the Board. 

6. He shall attend and advise, when requested, with any standing or special 
committee of this Board, in respect to matters committed to them, and shall con- 
sult with all those who, directly or indirectly, hav§ the expenditure of the School 
funds, in order that just and uniform provision be made for all the Public Schools, 
and that the wisest economy be exercised in their outlay. 

7. He shall keep himself and this Board constantly informed of the school sys- 
tems of other countries. States, and cities, their organization, modes of govern- 
ment, the best methods of moral and intellectual education adopted in them, and 
the general working of their systems ; and for this purpose shall effect the best 
arrangement possible for a regular and permanent exchange of Reports between 
this and other School Boards. 

8. At the last regular meetings of this Board in January and June, every year. 
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he shall present a report, giving as particular a view as may be of the progress 
and condition of each and all of the Schools, and suggesting such measures as in 
his judgment may be material to their improvement 

9. He shall report to this Board, from time to time, upon such matters pertain- 
ing to his ofl&ce as may be directed by the Board, and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by this Board. . ^ ^ - ^>^f-^ i^^ ^ - 

The duties of the Clerk shall be to notify all the Trustees and Visitors elect 
of the Common Schools of Cincinnati, to meet at the Session Hall of the School 
Department, for the purpose of organization, on the first Tuesday in July, at three 
o'clock P. M.; to attend all meetings of the Board of Trustees and Visitors, and 
make a full and faithful record of their proceedings, and an index of the same ; 
to report, on bill nights, a list of the Teachers employed by the Board, and their 
respective salaries, and such bills as may have been audited by the Committee on 
Claims, and record all bills and salaries passed by the Board, and certify the same 
to the City Auditor ; to file all reports or communidljijiions that are accepted by 
the Board ; to keep safely all books, documents, and papers belonging to the 
School Department ; to keep full and fair accounts of all receipts and expendi- 
tures, and report to the Board the condition of the School Fund whenever re- 
quired ; to report weekly, immediately after the approval of the minutes, the 
name of every member who has been absent without leave of the Board, from 
six regular consecutive meetings ; to furnish statistics, and other matters not 
furnished by the Superintendent, for the annual report of this Board ; to purchase 
such supplies as are allowed by the Board for the use of the Schools, the same to 
be drawn only on the written order of the Principal or Local Trustees of each 
School ; to furnish Principal Teachers copies of all rules and resolutions adopted 
for the regulation of the Schools ; to keep safely all books and papers of the 
Board of Examiners, and make all necessary arrangements for their meetings, 
and keep a record of certificates issued by them to Teachers ; to have charge of 
the office and session halls of the Trustees and Examiners, and to keep open the 
office from nine A. M. to twelve M., and from one to four P. M.; to notify mem- 
bers of the Board of changes in the hour of meeting, and call together commit- 
tees when ordered by their respective chairmen, and to perform such other duties 
as may be incumbent by law or imposed by the Board. 

The Clerk is instructed to lay no bill before the Committee on Claims unless 
the same be presented to him by two o'clock on the afternoon of bill day. 

The Clerk is authorized to employ a Janitor for the School Office and Library 
Rooms, at $15 per month, with authority, as heretofore, to employ a Messenger, 
at a salary of $20 per mouth. 

The entire services of the Clerk shall be devoted to the duties of Clerk and 
Secretary of the several School Boards. 

MESSENGEB. 

It shall be the duty of the Messenger to distribute all notices to the members 
of the Boards of Trustees and Examiners, Committees and Teachers ; to keep 
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the session halls and office in good order, and perform such other duties as the 
Board may require. 

ORDER OP BUSINESS. 

The stated meetings of the Board shall be held every week at their Chamber, 
on such days and hours as the Board may from time to time prescribe. Extra 
meetings shall be called whenever the President or any three members shall 
direct 

At all the regular meetings of the Board, the roll having been called, members 
present and absent noted, and the minutes of the last meeting read and approved, 
the order of business shall be as follows : 

1. The report of the Clerk of the names of members absent, without leave» 
from six, consecutive, regular meetings. 

2. Communications from the President, or other persons, addressed to the 
Board. 

3. The local business of the Districts, in the order of their number, except on 
bill days, when bills and claims shall have preference. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Unfinished Business and Special Orders, a list of which shall be read by the 
Clerk, in the order of their record upon the minutes. 

6. New and Miscellaneous Business. 

BILLS. 

The time for passing bills shall be as per schedule of the Clerk, and all bills, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Board, shall be laid over till such nifijht for 
action. 

All accounts shall be audited by the Committee on Claims, before being acted 
upon by the Board, except accounts contracted by a committee specially au- 
thorized. 

All accounts against the School Board, before being presented to the Commits 
tee on Claims, shall be certified by the party or parties contracting the same, who 
shall certify the authority under which said accounts were contracted. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

No money shall be drawn out of the School Fund, except on a vote by yeas 
and nays, of a majority of the whole Board ; and all motions or resolutions to 
contract for work, or the expenditure of money, shall be taken by yeas and nays> 
and require a majority of the Board in the affirmative to pass the same. 

No contracts for building new school houses, or additions to the old houses, 
shall be entered into, unless predicated on the revenues of the School Tax for the 
fiscal year, after first setting apart a sufficient sum to pay the usual tuition and 
current expenses of carrying on the Schools for the remainder of the year. 

All requests for appropriations for repairs of buildings or grounds shall first be 
referred to the Committee on Buildings, who shall examine and report as to the 
necessity of the work, having regard, also, to the amount of the fund set apart 
for that purpose. 
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ELECTIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

When more than one nomination is made for Ofl&cers or Trustees, to fill vacan- 
cies, or Teachers for the same place, the election shall be by ballot, and a major- 
ity of the whole Board necessary to a choice. 

JThe nomination of the Principal Teachers for all the Schools shall be made 
by the several Trustees, at the first regular meeting of the Board in the mouth 
of June. 

The appointments for each ensuing year shall be made, so far as practicable, at 
the last meeting of the Board in the month of June, and in case any Local Trus- 
tees have decided not to nominate a Teacher for re-appointment, they shall give 
written notice to such Teacher prior to the annual appointments. 

RULES OP DISCUSSION. 

All motioas made and seconded shall be considered in possession of the Board, 
and shall be reduced to writing whenever required by a member. 

No member shall speak longer than three minutes, nor more than twice on the 
same subject, without leave of the Board; and the rules of parliamentary usage, 
in the absence of special regulations, are adopted for the government of the 
Board. 

USE OP SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No building owned and occupied by the Common Schools shall be used, leased 
or rented for any other purposes whatsoever. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The books used and the studies pursued in all the Common Schools shall be 
such, and such only, as are authorized by the Board, and no pupil will be suffered 
to continue in School unless furnished with the required books and stationery, ex- 
cept by permission of the Local Trustees. 

Thirty-six copies of every book, atlas, or other productjon, and six copies of 
every extended map, sought, by any author, publisher, or agent, to be intro- 
duced into the Common Schools, must be donated to the Board, before the same 
shall be referred to the Text-Book Committee, and all such presentations shall 
lie on the table one month, for examination, before the final action of the 
Board. 

— iWhenever any new text-book is adopted by the Board, to the exclusion of an^ 
other, already in use, it shall be obligatory on the publisher or his agent to ex- 
change the former, for the period of two months, without cost to those pupils who 
have been provided with the latter, and it shall be the duty of the Principals to 
see that this condition is fulfilled. 

SCHOOL TEAR. HOLIDAYS, AND VACATION. 

The school year shall begin on the first day of July, aad terminate on the last 
day of June. 

The holidays shall be every Saturday, Christmas to New Year's day, inclusive, 
twenty-second day of February, and all Thanksgiving and Fast Days authorized 
by the State and General' GoVemment 

The annual vac&tion «hall be from^he last Friday in June to the fourth Mon- 
day in August

No School shall be dismissed on any other day, except by special permission 
of the Board. 

Local Trustees shall have authority to dismiss their respective Schools, or any 
portion of the same, upon the death of either a Trustee or Teacher of said 
Schools, for the purpose of attending the funeral ceremonies. 

HOURS OF TUITION AND RECITATION. 

The hours of tuition and study, from the first day of April to the first day of 
September, shall be from 9 o'clock A. M. to 12 o'clock M., with 15 minutes re- 
cess, and from 2 to 6 P. M., with 15 minutes recess; and for the remainder of the 
year, from 9 o'clock A. M. to 12 o'clock M., and from 1 J to 4 J o'clock P. M., with 
15 minutes recess. 

For the better guarding of the health of the pupils of Grades D, E, and F, from 
injury, by too long confinement in their school-rooms, there shall be allowed to 
the pupils of these Grades, at the close of every recitation, the space of §ve min- 
utes for calisthenic exercise in the room, during which time the room shall be 
well ventilated, and the recitations shall be shortened for this purpose. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The annual examination of all the Common Schools shall be in the month of 
Jmie, and be conducted in such manner as the Board may direct 
^The general examination for transfer shall take place in the last month of the 
school year, but no pupil shall be advanced unless proficient in the studies of his 
or her grade, which shall be determined by the Principal of the School, accord- 
ing to the required standard as fixed by the Board from year to year. If at any 
time it may be necessary to transfer classes, it may be done as above, by giving 
previous written notice to the Superintendent 

There shall be four examinations in Music in each school year, as follows : 

At the expiration of the First and Third Quarters, written examinations by the 
respective Teachers of Music, the ques15ons prepared by the Music Teachers to 
be submitted to the Committee on Music for their approval. 

At the expiration of the Second and Fourth Quarters, oral and written exam- 
inations combined, under the immediate supervision of the Committee on Music. 

Semi-annual examinations in Penmanship shall be had in all the Grades, the 
same as in other studies, by the Superintendent 

GERMAN SCHOOLS. 

Whenever one hundred pupils in the Intermediate Schools signify their wish 
to receive instruction in the German language, a Teacher of German shall be ap- 
pointed for the same, at a salary of $800 per annum. 

In all Districts where instruction in the German language is given, the pupils 
being divided into grades' in the English department, the following division and 
course of study shall be pursued: 

GRADES A AND B. 

All pupils of Grades A and B, as now established, whose parents or guardians 
desire them to study German, shall attend the Teacher of Grerman' for that De- 
partment, three-fourths of aq hQur, each dav, which time may be so divided as to

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suit the classification, for the purpose of reciting their lessons so appointed for 

that Department

f GRADES 0, D, E, AND F. 

All pupils of Grades C, D, E, and F, whose parents or guardians desire them 
to study German, shall, without separating or distinguishing between those of 
German or American parentage, be placed alike under the tuition of a German, in 
conjuction with a teacher of English, of the same Grades, one-half day each — pu- 
pils or teachers changing rooms or positions as the Principal may direct 

All instructors of German shall give instruction in German only, except in 
translating. 

DUTIES OF FIRST GERMAN ASSISTANT. 

^ The First Assistant Teacher of German, under the control and direction, in all 
respects, of the Principal of the District, shall superintend the German Depart- 
ment of said District, and his classes shall be so arranged as to allow him thirty 
minutes, each day, for the purpose of such superintendence; and all inefficiency 
in instruction, by any of the Teachers of German, he shall at once report to the 
Principal of the School. 

In all Districts where a Second, and not a First German Assistant, is employed, 
the same duties as are required of the First Assistant, by the foregoing rule, shall 
be performed by said Second Assistant 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Evening Schools may be opened and continued for four months, from the third 
Monday of October, in any District where an average nightly attendance of thir- 
ty-five pupils is secured, and whenever the semi-monthly reports shall show the 
average nightly attendance to be less than thirty-five, such School shaU be 
discontinued. 

Evening Schools shall be opened at seven o'clock P. M., and continue two 
hours. 

Trustees of each District are authorized to organize Evening Schools for 
female pupils, if a suflScient number attend, on the same plan as those es- 
tablished for male pupils. The hour of assembling to be regulated by the 
Trustees. 

And when there is an actual attendance of thirty-five pupils, male and fe- 
male, to a Teacher, it shall not be required that thirty-five females shall be in 
attendance. 

The Principal Teachers in the Evening Schools shall keep a register similar to 
the annual register kept in the Day Schools, and return the same to the Superin- 
tendent at the close of the session, together with a report, in detail, similar to the 
annual reports of the Day Schools, and report to the Board every two weeks tiie 
number enrolled, withdrawn, and in nightly attendance in said Schools. 

LOCAL TRUSTEEiS-THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES. 

The Local Trustees shall have a general supervision of the Schools and School 
Property, in their respective Districts; shall fill vacancies among Teachers tem- 
porarily, and report their action to the Board at its next meeting; shall supply 
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waots, and order such repairs to the baildings, fences, or school farnitare as maj 
be immediately necessary, not exceeding ten dollars; shall report to the Board 
any conduct of Teachers' that may prove them unworthy or unqualified for their 
trust; shall suggest minor regulations for the {)upils or Teachers, not in confliet 
with the rules and regulations of the Board; shall visit the Schools frequently, 
and give such aid and co-operation to the Teachers by their counsel, as may tend 
to increase their usefulness and efficiency, and promote harmony among them, and 
between them and the parents of their pupils. 

TEAGHEBS. 

All applicants for situations as Teachers must have a satisfactory certificate 
as to qualifications and moral character, from the Board of Examiners, and all 
Teachers appointed shall hold their stations during the pleasure of the Board. 

Each and every Assistant Teacher, male and female, shall, until he or she shaU 
have obtained the highest grade of certificate, attend a Teachers' Normal Glass 
so many hours each week, at such place and at such times as the Board may from 
time to time direct 

No additional Teacher shall be appointed in any School, unless there be an er- 
cess of forty-five* pupils over and above an average daily attendance of forty-five 
to each Teacher in tlie District* exclusive of the Principal, and in Schools having 
a German Department, one German Teacher, not having charge of pupils in the 
study rooms; and when it shall appear by the Principal's returns that the average 
attendance is below that number, the Board may, if deemed advisable, reduce the. 
number of Teachers in such District 

n/ All Teachers, in every house, are required to be present at their respective 
rooms, and report themselves to the Principal of the house, fifteen minutes 
before the opening of the School in the morning, and five minutes before the 
opening of the School in the afternoon; and all Teachers failing to report, except 
from personal sickness or unavoidable cause, shall suffer a deduction from their, 
salary of one-fourth of a day's payf for each failure. 

No Teacher shall be allowed to be absent from School, except from sickness, 
for a period longer than three days, without permission of the Board; nor for a 
less term, without providing a substitute satisfactory to the Local Trustees. In 
all cases of absence, when a suitable substitute is not obtained, no claim shall be 
allowed for services during that time, unless by special action of the Board; but 
if a substitute be employed, such substitute shall be paid according to the rate 
allowed for his or her grade of certificate and experience. 

Teachers who absent themselves from the meetings called according to the ap- 
pointments of the Board, by the Superintendent, shall report their delinquency 
on the succeeding Monday, as in ordinary cases of delinquency in attending 
Schools. 

No Teacher shall be permitted to introduce text-books of a higher grade into 
his or her class. 

It shall be the duty of all Teachers to make themselves acquainted with the 
rules prescribed hf the Board, and observe and enforce the same, so far as they

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relate to their several departments; to preserve perfect order in their respective 
'rooms, watch over the morals of their pupils, and restrain all improper speech 
and conduct; to report all cases of gross misconduct and immorality to the Prinr 
cipal for his counsel and direction; to endeavor to gain, by courteous deportment^ 
the influence and co-operation of parents in sustaining the Teacher's authority 
■and government over their children; and, so far as practicable, to govern their 
•pupils by the moral influence of kindness, and by appeals to the nobler principles 
of their nature. 

The habits, character and deportment of each child shall be studiously culti- 
vated and improved, throughout the course, by every Teacher. 

Cleanliness of person and dress, neatness, obedience and order, are to be care- 
fully encouraged and required. This must begin with Grade F of the District 
Schools, and will be regarded as necessary, throughout every Grade, for a suc- 
cessful administration. 

The Board will not take notice of any charge against any Teacher or Teachers, 
unless presented in writing and signed by at least one responsible person. 

The visits of Teachers to other Schools, under direction of this Board, shall be 
regulated and directed by the Superintendent, and all such visits shall be reported 
to this Board, at each and every regular bill night 

• No Teacher shall have the right to resign, during the term for which he or she 
was appointed, without consent of the Board, and at least two weeks' notice, but 
the Board reserves the right to dismiss any Teacher for violation of rules, unfit- 
ness or incompetency, at any time. 

Teachers of the several District Schools are instructed to refuse admission to 
their respective Schools, of all colored children applying to attend the same. 
,' The sale of books and stationery, by the Teachers of our Common Schools, 
.during school hours, shall not be allowed ; neither shall Teachers be allowed to 
.send their pupils on errands during school hours. 

No subscription or contribution shall be called for, or permitted by, the Teach- 
ers in the District and Intermediate Schools, from the pupils thereof, for any pur- 
pose whatever, unless authorized by the Board. 

No Teacher in the Common Schools shall be permitted to keep a privatis 
school or give instruction to private pupils before six o'clock P. M., except on 
Saturdays. 

SALARIES. 

There shall be a Standing Committee of five, called the Committee on Salaries. 

The salary of no teacher, officer, or janitor shall be increased during the school 
year in which he or she may be appointed. Provided, that this rule shall not 
.apply in the case of a Teacher appointed to fill a vacancy or new appointment in 
any School. 
J The salaries of the Teachers of Common Schools shall be as follows : * 

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 

' One Principal, who shall be a male Teacher, with a Principal's certificate, and 
three years* practical experience as a Teacher, $1,320 per annum. 

I « For ,»ie year 1868-*64, the Mlaries of TeacherB will be found connected with the list of their 
and residences, appended to this Report 
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One Male Assistant, with a Principalis certificate, and two years' practical ex- 
perience as a Teacher, $900 per annum; or with an Assistant's certificate, and- 
one year's practical experience as a Teacher, $600 per annuuL 

One Female Assistant, with a Female Assistant's certificate, No. 1, and three 
years' practical experience as a Teacher, $600 per annum. 

One-third of the remaining Female Assistants in such Schools, with a Female 
Assistant's certificate, No, 1, and two years' practical experience as Teachers, not 
exceeding $450 per annuuL 

The remaining Female Assistants in said Schools, with a Female Assistant's cer- . 
tificate, No. 1, and at least one year's practical experience as a Teacher, not less- 
than $420 per annum. 

The salary of no Female Teacher in the Intermediate Schools, except present 
incumbents, shall hereafter exceed $450 per annum. — [Adopted May 25, 1863.] 

All male Teachers employed in said Schools, in the positions and at the sala- 
ries of female Assistants, shall hold Principals' certificates. 

DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 

\)ue Principal, who shall be a male Teacher, with a Principal's certificate and 
three years' practical experience as a Teacher, $1,200 per annum. Provided, that 
the salaries of Principals of lesser and sub-districts shall be at the discretion of 
the Board. 

One Male Assistant, with a Principal's certificate and two years' practical ex-' 
perience as a Teacher, $800 per annum; or, with an Assistant's certificate, and 
one year's practical experience as a Teacher, $600 per annum. Provided, that in 
the Districts where Grcrman is taught* there may be one additional Male Assistant' 
in that department, with a Principal's certificate, and three years' practical ex- 
perience as a Teacher, at a salary 6f $900 per annum, or one Assistant in that" 
department, with an Assistant's certificate, at a salary of $552 per annum. 

The salary of no First German A-Ssistant, except present incumbents, shall ex- 
ceed that paid to the First English Male Assistants. — [Adopted May 25, 1863. 

One Female Assistant, with a Female Assistant's certificate. No. 1, and three 
years' practical experience as a Teacher, $600 per annum. 

One-fourth of the other Female Assistants of such School, with a Female As- 
sistant's certificate, No. I, and two years' practical experience as Teachers, not 
exceeding $420 per annum. Provided, that at least one of this class in each Dis- 
trict shall instruct Grade D. If there be three of this class in any District, two 
shall be employed in Grade D. 

One-fourth, with an Assistant's certificate No. 2, and one year's practical ex. 
perience as Teachers, not exceeding $360 per annum. 

All other Female Assistants in such Schools shall have a salary of $240 per 
annum; Provided, that such as hold Assistant's certificates, if retained after six 
months' service, may have a salary not exceeding $300 per annum. 

Provided, that the Board and Committee may, at their discretion, make ex- 
ceptions in favor of experienced, faithful and successful Teachers now in the 
Schools, so that their present salaries shall not be reduced. 

The salary of no Female Teacher in the District Schools, except present incum- 
bents, shall hereafter exceed $420 per annum.-— [Adopted May 25, 1863.] 
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Teachers' salaries shall be paid in twelve installments, as per schedule of dotes 
arranged by the Clerk. 

MaJe Teachers may be employed in any of the Schools, in tiie places and at 
liie salaries of female Assistants. 

No one shall be employed and paid as a Teacher or substitute, except in Pen- 
manship or Music, who shall not^ before being so employed, obtain a proper aod 
valid certificate from the Board of Examiners. 

Salaries in no case shall commence until notice of the appointment is entered 
in the journal, except when the Teacher is employed in the interval between meet- 
ings, in which case it shall commence from the date of the employment, if entered 
on the journal at the next meeting. 

The salaries of the Music and Writing Teachers shall be determined by the 
Board, upon the recommendation of the Committee on Salaries. 

NIGHT SCHOOLS. 

Male Principals, with Principals' certificates $30 per month. 

Male Assistants, with Assistants' certificates $25 per month. 

DUTIES OP PRINCIPALS. 

The male Principal, as the local svperintendentj is responsible for the observ- 
ance and enforcement of the rules and regulations of the Board, for the guidance 
and direction of Teachers and government of the Schools, and is accordingly 
vested with authority to carry them into effect 

He is to classify the pupils in the different Grades above the Primary depart- 
ment^ according to their advancement in arithmetical studies. He shall announce 
to the other departments, by the ringing of a bell, the hour for beginning and 
closing School, for the recitation of classes, and for recess. He shall promulgate 
to all the Teachers such rules and regulations of general application as he may 
receive from the Board; shall transmit to the Clerk, on the Saturday preceding 
each night for the payment of tuition, all reports required, according to blank 
forms furnished him, with such additional information as the Board may from time 
to time require, or as he may think important to communicate; and any failure, 
except from sickness, to file with the Clerk the aforesaid report, according to the 
full requirements of the forms prescribed, will debar him from the reception of his 
salary until the same is rendered to the satisfaction of the Board. He shall see 
to the safe keeping and protection of the house, furniture, apparatus, fences, trees, 
and shrubbery, and maintain the strictest cleanliness in the School and out-houaes. 
He shall require the pupils not to appear in or about the yard earlier than forty- 
five minutes before the opening of the School, and prevent them, by noise or 
otherwise, from annoying the neighborhood of the Schools. 
^ The Principal Teacher of each School shall provide for the sweeping, scrab- 
bing, lighting and maintaining the fires of the Schools, and the care of the school 
house and grounds, by employing a suitable Janitor, acceptable to the Local 
Trustees, the salary of the same to be fixed by the Board, and the name and term 
of service of said Janitor to be reported by the Principals on the Saturday pre- 
ceding the first regular meeting of this Board, in each month of the year. And 
in employing such Janitor, the Principals may, with the approval of the Local 
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Trustees, allow the Janitor the privilege of occupying a room in the school 
building. 

The Principals shall keep an annual register, and each Teacher a daily register 
of the name, age, attendance, suspension and departure of all the pupils in their 
Schools, according to forms provided by the Board, and deposit the same with 
the Clerk at the end of the school year. 

The Principal of the District and Intermediate Schools shall devote at least one 
hour per day for every two hundred pupils in average daily attendance upon their 
Schools, in attending to the general affairs thereof, and in supervising and directs 
ing the labors of their Assistants. They shall see that all the records of the 
Schools are neatly, regularly and accurately kept, by the several Teachers; shall 
keep the pupils equally distributed and properly classified in the several depart- 
ments; shall see that they are constantly and profitably employed during school 
hours, and see that parents are daily notified of the absence of their children, in 
all cases where the cause of absence is unknown, or is not satisfactory to the 
Principal; they shall, as often as once in each month, satisfy themselves, by ex- 
amination, of the progress and thoroughness of each class, iu all the departments 
of theiFrespective Schools, and at the end of each month report to the Superin- 
tendent and to the Local Trustees if there be just cause to doubt the qualifica- 
tions of any Teacher; they shall co-operate with the Superintendent in advising 
and directing Teachers as to the best modes of instruction and Government, and 
in all other matters according to the ^gulations of the Board. 

To enable the Principal of each School to perform the duties prescribed as 
above, he shall be relieved of the special charge of pupils in study hours, and 
shall have a recitation room assigned to him, in which he may hear the recita- 
tions of his classes. 

The Principal of each School shall make and preserve a journal of the more 
important matters and events occurring in his School, which shall be subject to 
the inspection of the Jjocal Trustees and Superintendent, and transmitted to his 
successor: Books for this purpose shall be provided by the Superintendent 

For the purpose of having uniform time in all the Schools, each and every 
Principal Teacher shall, at least once a week, compare his time with the standard 
time-piece at the office of Public Schools, and regulate the clocks of his School 
accordingly. 

The hours of study and recitation shall be arranged in tabular form by the 
Principal of each School, according to blank forms to be prescribed by the Su- 
perintendent, with whom, within three weeks after the first Monday of September 
in each school year, each Principal shall deposit a correct and neat copy of said 
study and recitation sheet 

The Principals of the Intermediate Schools shall be required to keep a record 
of daily recitations of classes designed for transfer to the High Schools, and to 
make from this record an average of each pupiFs standing in each branch of 
study; also a general average on all the branches, and to certify the same, to- 
gether with the standing of the pupil as to deportment, in the application for ad- 
mission to the High Schools at the close of the year. 

The Principal of each School shall be required to furnish to the Clerk, at the 
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end of each month, an inventory of all the furniture and other property not in 
use in their respective School houses. 

Before any case of Disciplint or complaint against any Teacher is brought be- 
fore the Board, it shall, in the first place, be presented to the Trustees of the Dis- 
trict; from their decision an appeal may be taken by either party to the Commit- 
tee on Discipline; from their decision, a final appeal may be taken to this Board, 
but no case shall be brought before the Board, except by the mode thus pre- 
scribed. 

PUPILS. 

None but the children of actual lona fide residents of Cincinnati shall, under 
any circumstances, be admitted to the Public Schools, /ree ; but children of non- 
residents may be admitted by the Trustees of any District, on payment in ad- 
vance, to the Clerk of the Board, the following tuition fees, viz : 

For admittance into Intermediate Schools, at the rate of twenty dollars per 
annum; District Schools, sixteen dollars per annum, payable semi-quarterly, quar- 
terly, semi-annually, or yearly. 

Provided that such admissions shall never be permitted to the prejudice or in- 
convenience of any such School. 

No child or children, whose parent or guardian \r-> not an actual resident, 
shall be admitted without procuring the Clerk's certificate of payment of the 
tuition fee in advance. 

4 No child under six years of age shall be admitted into the Common Schools- 
And in case of doubt in the mind of the Principal, as to the child applying for 
admission being of the requisite age, he may require tlie parent of such child to 
bring a certificate of admission signed by a majority of the Local Trustees. 

No pupil under censure in one District shall be admitted to the School of an- 
other until such censure be removed. 

All such pupils as are in whole or in part of African blood are to attend the 
Colored Schools. 

No pupil shall be received or continued in the Common Schools, known to be 
affected with a contagious or infectious disease, or coming from a family where 
any such disease prevails; and no pupils shall be admitted who do not exhibit to 
their teachers satisfactory evidence of having been vaccinated. 

Children residing in Districts where no German instruction is provided, whose 
parents desire them to acquire the German language, may be received into the 
nearest School in which German is taught by obtaining a written permit from 
the Trustees of the District in which they reside. 

No pupils other than those provided for in the rules for GrOrman-English 
Schools, shall be transferred from the District in which they reside to another, 
without the written certificate of a majority of the Trustees of the two respec- 
tive Districts, presented to the Principal of the District in which they apply for 
admission. Such transfer shall continue until re\'oked by a minority of the Trus- 
tees of the two Districts. 

No pupil will be allowed to depart before the appointed hour for leaving 
rfchool, except in case of sickness, or the request of the parents or guardians, 
t>i- for some pressing emergency, of which the Teacher shall be the judge. 
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•No Teacher or pupil shall be permitted to use tobacco in any form during 
school hours. 

ji^ For violent and repeated opposition to the authority of any Teacher of the 
School, the Principal shall exclude a pupil from the School, and immediately 
notify the parent or guardian, and Local Trustees of the cause. Such puifil, 
by proper expression of regret to his or her Teacher, and giving satisfactory 
evidence of amendment, may by the consent of the Trustees, be reinstated in 
the School. 

\.In all cases where the conduct and hahits of a pupil are found injurious to 
associates, it shall be the duty of the Principal, toith the advice of the Local 
Trustees to suspend such pupil from the School. 

No pupil shall be detained at the noon recess, and a pupil detained at any 
other recess shall be permitted to go out immediately thereafter. 

Any pupil of the Public Schools bewing arms during school hours, shall at 
once be expelled from said Schools. 

ABSENTEE RULES. 

At the close of School, morning and afternoon every day, it shall be the duty 
of each Teacher to notify the parent or guardian of every pupil, toithout excep- 
tion, who was absent or tardy in attendance. The first and second notice may 
be by printed form, to be supplied by the Superintendent, and may be sent by a 
pupil, but the third shall be served by the Teacher personally. Each notice 
shall be noted opposite the pupiFs name in the register, by the letter n in the 
proper column of the day. 

Upon the return of the pupil, after any absence, the parent or guardian shall 
give in person or in writing, an excuse, stating the cause. If it shall have been 
the sickness of the pupil, or necessary attendance vpon a sick member of the 
family, or death in the family of the pupil; in either of such cases the absence 
shall be excused, and so noted by the letter e after the sign of notification made 
as above. 

^n every case of the absence of a pupil for more than three half days in any 
four consecutive weeks, without satisfactory excuse to the teacher for any other 
cawe than those permitted above^ the absentee shall, without exception or favor, 
be suspended from the School, and the facts immediately reported to the Trus- 
tees of the District, or their Chairman, and ahslX not be re-admitted until the 
beginning of the next quarter, unless by a written order of the majority of said 
Trustees, filed with the Principal of the School. 

-/Pupils shall be excused for absence not exceeding one-half day or two quar- 
ter days each week, for the purpose of taking lessons in such branches of edu- 
cation as their parents or guardians may desire, provided arrangements for the 
same be personally made by the parent or guardian with the Principal of the 
School. 

PUBLIC SHOWS. 

Proprietors or agents of public exhibitions, desiring the attendance of pupils 
from the Public Schools, are prohibited from causing said exhibitions to be pub- 
lished in the Schools, without consent of the Board of Trustees. 
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No notices of exhibitions or other entertaimnents, or of books or articles for 
sale, or of any matter not pertaining to the School, shall be given in any School 
without permission of the Board 

PENMANSHIP. 

Penmanship shall be taught in all the Grades of the District and Intermediate 
Schools, by each Teacher in his or her own room, and not less than two set lea- 
sons per week shall be given in this branch, in addition to the, dictation lessons 
and the incidental instruction given while reciting in other branches — Provided, 
that in any District employing ten or more Teachers, the Trustees may assign 
Penmanship to one of the regularly appointed Teachers, and the Teacher so 
assigned shall teach this branch in all the Grades of that District In sach case, 
the number of Teachers in that District shall remain the same as under the pres- 
ent rules; and it shall be the duty of each Teacher to be present in his or her 
own room, during the instruction of the Teacher of Penmanship, to wd said 
Teacher as far as possible, and, at all times, to enforce the observance of the in- 
structions so given. 

All Teachers whose duty it is to teach Penmanship shall be required to attend 
the instruction of the Superintendent at least once in four weeks, and any Teacher 
failing to attend shall be reported to the Board in the same manner as in cases 
of absence from other meetings called by the Superintendent 

It shall be the duty of the Teacher assigned specially to Penmanship, under 
the preceding rule, to attend such instructions once a week, and such Teacher 
may, at the pleasure of the Board, receive an extra compensation of five dollars 
per month; and for absence or tardiness in attending said instanction, shall be 
subject to the same deductions as in other cases. 

One dictation lesson oi fifteen minutes shall be given each week in every Dis- 
trict and Intermediate School by the Assistant Teacher of Penmanship, or by 
the Teacher of each room, respectively. 

Hereafter a system of marking the percentage in Writing shall be observed, 
said marking to be predicated, not only on the goodness of the form of the let- 
ters, but also on the general correctness as to the use of capital letters, the clean- 
liness of the books, proper division of words, punctuation, and general correct- 
ness of appearance; and said percentage shall be counted with the other 
studies as a means of advance to the higher Grades, both in the District and 
Intermediate Schools. 

• VENTILATION. 

Teachers are required, for the preservation of the health of themselves and 
pupils, to give particular attention to the ventilating and warming of their rooms, 
and to always ventilate, except in summer, by lowering the upper sash of their 
windows, and on no account to suffer the children to sit in draughts of cold air; 
and, as a general rule, to cause all the windows to be opened for the free admis- 
sion of air at recess, and at no time to raise the temperature of the rooms higher 
than 65 degrees Fahrenheit 
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AMENDMENTS AND SPECIAL RULES. 

Any addition or amendment to these rules and regulations shall be proposed 
in writing, at some regular meeting, at least one week previous to the final action 
of the Board thereon, and then require a majority of all the members present to 
pass the same. 

In cases of emergency, which sometimes have, and may again arise, in the 
action of this Board, it shall be in the power of the same, by a vote of two* 
thirds of all its members, to set aside, for the time being, any one of the standing 
rules governing its proceedings. 

No question decided by this Board, shall be raised again during the same 
school year, except on motion to reconsider made at the same meeting when 
passed, unless leave to introduce the same bo firet granted by vote of three- 
fourths of all the members of the Board- 
All By-laws, Orders, Rules and Regulations conflicting with the foregoing 
Bules and Regulations are hereby repealed.

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The Board consists of seven members, four of whom constitute a quorum at 
any regular and called meetings. 

The regular meetings are held at the Office of Public Schools, City Hall, on 
Eighth street, between Plum and Central Avenue, on the second Friday of each 
month, except July and August, at two o'clock P. M. Extra meetings may be 
called by any three members of the Board, who, in signing the call for such meet- 
ing, are understood as pledging themselves to attend it 

The Board grants four grades of Certificates, denominated, respectively, Male 
Principal's Certificate, Male Assistant's Certificate, Female Assistant's Certifi- 
cate No. 1, and Female Assistant's Certificate, No. 2. 

Candidates for a Male Principal's Certificate are examined in Spelling and 
Definitions, Reading,(English Grammar,yGeography, American History, Mental 
Arithmetic, Written ALrithmetic, Algebra, ( Theory , and Practice of Teaching, y» 
Natural Philosophy, Constitution of the Unijted States, Ancient and Modem 
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History, Anatomy and Physiology, Chemistry, Astronomy, Geometry, Plane 
Trigonometry and Mensuration, and Penmanship. 

vy Candidates for a Male Assistant's Certificate are examined in Spelling and 
AJefinitions, Beading, English Grammar, Geography, American History, Mental 
/ Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, Algebra, Theory and Practice of Teaching, 
Natural Philosophy, Constitution of tlie United States and Penmanship. 

Candidates for a Female Assistant's Certificate, No. 1, are examined in Spell- 
ing and Definitions, Reading, English Grammar, Geography, American History, 
Mental Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, Algebra, Theory and Practice of Teach- 
ing, Natural Philosophy, Constitution of the United States, Ancient and 
Modem History, Anatomy and Physiology, Chemistry, Astronomy and Pen- 
manship. 

Candidates for a Female Assistant's Certificate, No. 2, are examined in Spell- 
ing and Definitions, Reading, English Grammar, Geography, American History, 
Mental Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, Theory and Practice of Teaching, and 
Penmanship. 

The number opposite to each branch, in the column on the right of the list of 
studies on the Certificate issued, measures the result of the examination, three 
being the maximum. Less than two, in either English Grammar, Geography, 
Mental Arithmetic or Written Arithmetic, is a failure. Unless the Spelling is 
perfect, it is marked 0. 

A record of the character of the examination of each individual is preserved 
in a volume for the the use of the Board of Trustees and Visitors. 

Candidates must leave with the Clerk of the Board, at least three days . be- 
fore the monthly meeting, a certificate of good moral character, and a written 
statement of the grade of certificate sought, together with a declaration that 
they are eighteen years of age, (or seventeen, if graduates from the High 
Schools, or with similar attainments,) and that they design to teach in' the 
Public Schools of Cincinnati, if found qualified. Candidates are requested to 
leave their address, and a statement of any experience they may have had in 
teaching. 

Candidates shall be examined in the absence of all spectators, save the Trus- 
tees and Visitors of Public Schools. 

Candidates shall not be examined who are not present, punctually, at the 
appointed hour. None shall be admitted to a second examination for the same 
grade of certificate, or have one already granted, improved, till after the expira- 
tion of six months. 

Communications to the Board to be left with the Clerk, at the Office of the 
Public Schools, City Hall, Eighth street, between Plum and Central Avenue, 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 12 M., and between the hours of 1 P. M. 
and 4 P. M. 

No Certificate shall be issued without an aggregate average of two-thirds of 
the full number of marks, and no Certificate of a higher grade shall be issued, 
without an aggregate average of two-thirds of the full number of marks of the 
additional branches.

The Classification and Course of Study shall be equal and iinifonn throughout 
the Schools, and for that purpose, every District School shall be divided into 
six Grades, to be designated by the letters A, B, C, D, E, and F, and the Inter- 
mediate Schools into two Grades, to be designated by the letters A and B. 

The Grades are arranged to correspond to the first seven years of school 
attendance. 

Each Grade, male and female, may be divided into as many sections as the 
number of pupils in the Grade shall warrant. The sections in each, from the 
highest to the lowest, shall be divided and numbered according to the pro. 
ficiency of the pupils of the Grade. No Teacher in any of the regularly or 
ganized Schools, shall have more than two sections under his or her charge, to 
instruct in all their studies, unless the School is so small it can not be otherwise 
arranged. 

It shall be the duty of the Superintendent, with the co-operation of the Prin- 
cipals of the Schools, to enforce the following classification uniformly. The 
grading, course of study, and text-books prescribed, shall be strictly adhered 
to, and no other studies or text-books shall be introduced, nor shall any pupil 
be required to provide or be permitted to use any other books than those herein 
specified. 

The course of instruction in those subjects, the outline of which is not fixed 
by authorized text-books, shall be defined by a syllabus, to be prescribed by 
the Superintendent, with the advice of the Committee on Course of Study. 

The opening exercises in every Department shall commence by reading a 
portion of the Bible, by or under the direction of the Teacher, and appropriate 
singing by the pupils. 

The pupils of the Common Schools may read such version of the Sacred 
Scriptures as their parents or guardians may prefer, provided that such prefer- 
ence of any version, except the one now in use, be communicated by the pa- 
rents or guardians to the Principal Teachers, and that no notes or marginal 
readings be read in the Schools, or comments made by the Teachers on the text 
of any version that is or may be introduced. 

The several grades above named shall pursue the course of study and use the 
text-books prescribed as follows : 
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INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 



Intermediate Schools shall be composed of pupils received, upon examination, 
from Grade A of the District Schools, and no pupil shall be admitted or tranft- 
ferred into such Schools unless he or she be proficient in the course of studies 
prescribed for the District Schools. The Principal of each School shall keep a 
record of all the pupils examined by him, in each study, with the results of the 
examination in a separate book, provided for that purpose by the Board- 
Principals of the Intermediate Schools have discretionary power to omit one 
branch from the course of study prescribed for said Schools, or so to modify the 
same as to adapt it to the lower class of pupils in Grade B. 

STUDIES. 

Beading, embracing Spelling, Defining, Vocal Culture, Declamation, and Anal- 
ysis of Words; Object Lessons; Mental and Written Arithmetic; Geography; 
English Grammar, with exercises in the use of Language; United States History; 
Drawing; Penmanship and Composition; Music and Penmanship under the 
Teachers of these branches; German, if desired by parents or guardians. 

BOOKS. 

McGuflfey's Sixth Reader and Spelling Book; Ra/s Second and Third Arith- 
metics; Young Singer, Part 11. ; *Lilienthal's Manual; fPinneo's Analytical 
Grammar; Mitchell's Intermediate Geography; Goodrich's Pictorial History of 
the United States; and Wurst's German Grammar. 

CONDITIONS OF TRANSFER.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



Library Eooms, June 29<A, 1863. 
To the Board of Trustees of the Public Schools of Cincinnati: 

Gentlemen : It is made my duty at this period of the year, 
to present to your Board, in writing, a detailed and circum- 
stantial report on the condition and increase of the Library for 
the year past. 

Li obedience to this rule, I now present the following state- 
ment, accompanied by a suggestion, which will, if not in con- 
flict with the Educational Laws of the State, and if acquiesced 
in by your Board, tend to the securing of its permanent well- 
being and gradual increase. 

The disturbed condition of this city during a portion of the 
past year, by which no inconsiderable number of readers was 
suddenly called away, had the eflfect of reducing the circula- 
tion, notwithstanding the large addition of names upon our 
register ; for example, at the close of last year, according to 
my report at that time, there were 11,088 registered readers, 
with a circulation of 87,979 volumes ; while at the present 
time the registered number is 12,596, showing an increase of 
1,508 new readers with a circulation of only 87,916 volumes. 
By the following table it will be seen that in the month of 
September the circulation fell off about five thousand volumes- 
This was the month in which martial law prevailed, and when 
both of my assistants were required to repair to the fortifica- 
tions^beyond Covington, and during which period I deemed it 
prudent to withhold books from all who were liable to the per- 
formance of military duty beyond the city limits.

It is gratifying to be enabled to report that, notwithstanding 
this large circulation and the constant use of many of the 
books, they have been (as a general thing) exceedingly well 
preserved — if I except from this remark, juvenile works and 
works of fiction, which being usually in cloth binding, soon 
become somewhat, in appearance, the worse for wear — and as 
the chief of these are not deemed worth re-binding, they are 
suffered to have their day^ and are then laid aside. After a very 
thorough examination of the Library during the time it was 
closed, I state with much satisfaction that no work of value 
has been lost during the past year, by the neglect or careless- 
ness of readers. A few juvenile works and works of fiction 
were ascertained to be out when we closed the Library. Sev- 
eral of these have been brought in, and others have been ob- 
tained by my assistants. Some of those having books out 
have "gone to the war," and the sureties of such will be re- 
quired to account for any missing ^book. During the winter I 
missed from the shelves not protected by wire^ Ure's Diction- 
ary and Appleton's Cyclopedia of Mechanics and Machines, 
Diligent search was made at all the second-hand bookstores 
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and stands for these works, but without avaiL They were 
probably abstracted at a moment when we were busily engaged 
at the delivery desk. 

With a small balance remaining in the hands of the Com- 
missioner, who desired that it be drawn before the expiration 
of his term of office, 65 volumes were purchased under the 
supervision of the Library Committee.

The Beading Boom attached to the Library and which is 
supplied with papers and periodicals by the Ohio Mechanics' 
Institute, is deficient in papers from several prominent western 
towns. This is a matter for regret by citizens and strangers, 
during the existing war. The room is not what it should be 
for the expense incurred. 

The Art Gallery continues to be attractive, and affords to 
young artists a fine opportunity for the exercise of their tal- 
ents. Mr. Ben Pittman presented a number of ingenious mod- 
els of machines, which he supposed might be disposed of for 
the benefit of the Library, ^o disposition has as yet been 
made of them, and they for the present are deposited in the 
Art Gallery. 

The subject alluded to in the first part of this report is in 
reference to the increase of the Library, and is briefly this : 
It is known to the Board of Trustees that since the repeal of 
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the law setting apart a fund for the purchase of books to re- 
place those worn out, or new works, no funds exist or are pro- 
vided. It is conceived that without a violation of any existing 
laws, in the letter or spirit, provision may be made for this 
purpose, by a simple by-law of the Board, to the effect that 
for every card issued to persons signing the register, a charge 
of twenty-Jive cents be made — ^this rule, of course, not to em- 
brace pupils of the Public Schools — this card to be good one 
year. If but one-fourth of those upon the register comply 
with this rale, a sufficient fund would arise to secure all desir- 
able American and European publications. It is believed that 
not one in a hundred of our readers would object to this prop- 
osition. In this connection I should state that by the by-laws 
all persons taking books from the Library are required to have 
cardSy on which their name is writtien, with ruled columns for 
the number of the "shelf" and of the "book." 

I submit this proposition with due deference to the judg- 
ment of the Board.
